a Thirty-Mile Wind. Shamrock Led Over 


the Line, was Overhauled in an Hour 


and Never Led Again 


In the international yacht racee to- 


day for the America's cup, Columbia 
provede a most gallant defender, win- 
ning the race is as fine a contest as 
was ever witnessed and thereeby kep- 
ing the treasured trophy on this side of 
the water. 


At the start the Shamrock lead and 


she held the lead about an hour. The 
Columbia steadily closed in on her and 
passed her at 12.08 o'clock. The Sham- 
rock never cauerht up with the de- 
fender again.

It was a battle royal when Columbia 


passed her rival. At 12.08 o'clock Co- 
lumbia began to close up and the end of 
her bowsprit was in line with the 
Shamrock's stern, but she dropped back 
two or three times. She tried for the 
lead at 12:09.45 and thousands strained 
their eyes in watchful expectation as 
she slowly and persistently 
forged 


ahead. At 12:10.15 her bow was surely 
poking up in line with the challenger's 
mainmast. A moment later they were 
bow and bow and at 12:10.30 the head- 
sails of Columbia came clearly to the 
front beyond the bowsprit of her rival. 
The buoy at the outer mark was now 
visible, about a mile and a half dis- 
tant, and as she headed toward it Co- 
lumbia pulled out and gradually left a 
broad stretch of clear water between 
her and her valiant foe, battling well. 


New York, Oct. 20-Sandy Hook re- 


ported at 9 o'clock that the wind was 
north north-west, 20 miles an hour.

London, Oct 20.—The Daily News* 


Cape Town correspondent says: '"It la 
rumored here that news has reached De 
Aar Junction that the Boers attacked 
Mafeking in force, but were repulsed. 
The defenders, seeing the enemy re- 
trating, pursued them for some distance. 
Then a feint was made, and they com- 
menced to retire on the town, allowing 
themselves to be driven In by the Boers, 
who. eager to retrieve their position, 
again advanced to the attack, and were 
drawn over lyddite mines laid for the 
defense of the town. It is reported that 
1500 Boers were killed by the explosion. 


It Is reported from Delagoa bay that 


the Swasie King, Buna, is collecting his 
forces with the object, presumably, of 
attacking th$ Boers. It is stated that 
the Portuguese forces at Delagoa bay 
will be raised to war strength. 


The Cape Town correspondent of The 


Daily Mail, telegraphing at 10 o'clock 
last night, says: 


Vryburg surrendered Sunday. To- 


night's diapatehes from Kuruman, 90 
miles west by south of Vryburg, state 
that the police, having withdrawn from 
Vryburg, the town surrendered to the 
Boers, the inhabitants fleeing in all direc- 
tions, mostly toward Kuruman. When 
the police Withdrew the Cape Boers 
notified the fact to the enemy, thus in- 
viting them to take possession. There 
was a fearful panic. 
The British are 


wildly indignant at this scuttling. 


The Daily Mail's Cape Town corre- 


spondent says that a refugee, who has 
reached Grahamstown from the rand, 
states that a train arrived at Johannes- 
burg on Monday from Kierksdorp, with 
300 wounded burghers. 
Every available 


conveyance, the refugee says, was called 
into requisition to take the wounded men 
to 'the hospitals. 
The .Daily Mail sug- 


gests that these wounded were from 
Mafeking. 


There were exciting scenes In th» 


house of commons, when Joseph Cham- 
berlain rose to reply to critics of his 
South African policy. 
So strong was 


his denunciation of the Liberal leaders' 
attitude in giving help and comfort to 
President Kruger during the diplomatic 
negotiations that the speaker of the 
house called him to order for using un- 
parliamentary language. 


Mr. Chamberlain, who was loudly 


cheered on rising, began with a severe 
criticism of the action of the opposition 
at the previous meeting of parliament. 
Their statements, he said, were cal- 
culated to encourage President Kruger's 
resistence, and to embarrass the govern- 
ment in most difficult and most critical 
functions. 
Referring .to Mr. Stan- 


hope's demand for the production of his 
(Chamberlain's) letter to Mr. Hawkesley, 
he sadd he would gladly produce this if 
Messrs. Harcourt and Morley, who were 
members of tile South African com- 
mittee, demanded it. 
Mr. Stanhope's 


criticism he characterized as "neither 
honest nor honorable." 


The speaker intervened, saying that 


the language of the colonial secretary 
was "beyond parliamentary bounds." 
Mr. Chamberlain retorted that it was 
impossible adequately to describe Mr. 
Stanhope's accusation that he (Cham- 
berlain) and Milner had promoted war.

Passing to the general question of the j 


government's South African policy, Mr. | 
Chamberlain said that in the light of re- 
cent events and of the utterances of 
President Kruger, he had come to the 
conclusion that war had always been 
Inevitable, although it was only of late 
that he had himself most reluctantly 
reached this view. 
He had hoped for 


peace, and had striven to maintain it, 
and up to a recent date he had believed 
that peace v, as possible. He had always 
been determined to secure justice for 
the Britishers in South Africa, and to 
maintain the paramountcy of Great 
Britain, but with these things assured 
he desired peaaa. 
Wherever there had 


been a doubt as to President Kruger's 
motives the government had always 
given him the benefit of the doubt. 


Turning to the principles involved in 


the war, the colonial secretary went on 
to say: "If we maintain our existence 
as a great power-in South Africa we are 
bound to show that we are willing and 
able to protect British subjects wher- 
ever they have suffered injustice and op- 
pression. 
Great Britain must remain 


the paramount power in South Africa. 
I do not mean paramount in the German 
and Portuguese possessions, but in tha 
two republics and the British colonies. 
Everyone on both sides of the house is 
determined to maintain these great 
principles 
The psace of South Africa 


depends upon Great Britain accepting 
responsibility in the Transvaal." 


Referring to the relations of the Boers 


to the natives, Mr. Chamberlain said: 
"There is one subject not dealt with in 
the blue books. I mean the disgraceful 
Boer treatment of the natives, un- 
worthy a civilized power. In 18961 sent 
a message to Hercules Robinson for the 
Transvaal, respecting the treatment of 
the natives. 
Then came the Jameson 


raid, and our South African officials de- 
cided that they could not, with propriety, 
present the message. 
The Boers, in 


their own words, trekked, because they 
wanted to 'wallop the niggers.' " 


Proceeding to discuss the question of 


supremacy, Mr. Chamberlain 
said: 


"The whole object of the Boers has been 
to oust the queen from her position as 
suzerain. 
Now they have thrown off 


the mask, and declared themselves a 
sovereign, independent state. 
Her 


majesty's government have had a sus- 
picion, amounting to knowledge, that 
the mission of Dr. Leyds is one continual 
series of negotiations with foreign 
power* against the British." 


that, If the five-yearTrancTtise measure 
were carried into effect, there would be 
no occasion for interference. I believe 
that influential advisers—I do not mean 
foreign powers—must have intervened 
and induced the Transvaal to withdraw 
their otfer. 


"As for the last proposals formulated 


by the British government, I may say 
that the des**« of Mr. Harcourt that 
they be published will never be gratified. 
That ultimatum is buriedi and is not 
likely to be 'resurrected.* 


"I challenge anyone to see a sigro of 


provocation, bloodguiltiness or desire 
of war in the negotiation*. 
The gov- 


ernment increased the garrisons for de- 
fense on pressure from the Natal ad- 
ministration, to whom gratitude and 
thanks are due. 


"Her majesty's present advisers claim* 


quite as earnestly as any previous gov- 
ernment could have claimed, to be anx- 
ious for the ionor and Interests of the 
country. 
That is why they have sup- 


ported the principle of protection for 
British subjects. That is why they up- 
hold and confirm the suzerainty of Eng- 
land. 


"Our countrymen have seen a magnifi- 


cent demonstration, not only of loyalty, 
but sympathy, with the objects of the 
government on the part of the colonies. I 
have been as anxious for peace as any 
man, 
but the government holds that 


there are considerations which are even 
more important than peace, and one of 
these is the maintenance of equality 
between the white races in South Africa. 
In their endeavor to maintain peace, the 
government has shown endless patience. 
It was President Kruger who settled the 
issue. 
He appealed to the god of bat- 


tles. 
If I may do so reverently, I say 


we accept that appeal, believing our 
quarrel just." 


Mr. Chamberlain, who had spoken 


two hours and three-quarters, resumed 
his seat amid loud and prolonged cheer- 
ing. 


Sir Edward Clarke, Conservative, laid 


the more he had read the correspondence 
the more convinced he had been of blun- 
ders ini the negotiations, and that this 
lamentable war was unnecessary. For 
any minister to assert that "who since 
1884 have had suzerainty over the Trans- 
vaal," Sir Edward declared, "was cer- 
tainly at variance with the facts and 
a breach of national faith. President 
Kruger had had much difficulty with his 
volksraad and on many occasions had 
shown himself moderate and an advo- 
cate of peace. There was no reason why 
the conditions which President Kruger 
attached to the franchise proposals 
should not have been accepted, seeing 
that suzerainty was dropped in 1884." 


A brief d'iscussion between Mr. Cham- 


berlain and Sir Edward ensued respect- 
ing the interpretation that should be 
placed upon Mr. Chamberlain's reply, 
the colonial secretary maintaining-that 
the tenor of the reply was conciliatory, 
saying: "We could not accept all of 
President Kiuger's conditions, though 
we accepted nine-tenths." 


Sir Edward rejoined that Mr4 Cham- 


berlain's remarks made the matter more 
and more sad. If this sor-t of thing had 
been going on the war was a crime 
against civilization. It was very un- 
fortunate that parliament was not sit- 
ting the first week in September or the 
seven-year franchise would have been 
accepted and there would have been no 
war. Mr. Chamberlain's conduct of the 
correspondence he characterized as most 
clumsy. 


He had given 20 years unswe'rving 'sup- 


port to his party, but there was, Sir Ed- 
ward continued, a deeper and truer 
loyalty to party than blindly going with 
it in a division and in the lobby, and 
some day his friends would -acquit him 
of disloyalty in having striven to pre- 
vent his country from suffering a calam- 
ity and his party from suffering reproach 
for having embarked on an unnecessary 
war. 


John Money, Liberal, eaid: "A. very 


material change has come over the spirit 
of the discussion since the brilliant, elo- 
quent, forcible and unanswerable speech 
o£ Sir Edward Clarke, and it now seems 
as if we are going to war, not for the 
franchise, but for suzerainty. Under 
the name of paramountcy we are going 
to impose upon the Transvaal obliga- 
tions which the government would not 
for the life of them dare Impose on any 
self-governing colony." 


Mr. Chamberlain interposed: "If we 


could Imagine such a case as a self- 
governing colony imposing upon a ma- 
jority of its Inhabitants such conditions 
as the Boers imposed upon British sub- 
jects we should interfere or cut the con- 
nection." 


Mr. Morley contended that In New- 


foundland- was a remarkable cast of 
alienation of territory in favor of an in- 
dividual, but'though that corresponded 
to the position of affairs in the Trans- 
vaal, Mr. Chamberlain refused to- Inter- 
fere.

LED BY THREE MILES 


Columbia was Far Ahead when the Race 


was Declared Off 


Shamrock Kept in the Rear from the Very Start, Challenger 


Appears to Have Been Badly Handled by Her Men, 


Two More Races May be Sailed if Columbia Wins 


New York, Oct. 20."—Clear weather and 


a fine breeze from the northwest greeted 
the skippers and' crews of Columbia, and 
Shamrock at sunrise Thursday, and the 
occasional puffs that made little white- 
caps on Sandy Hook bay gave promise 
of plenty of wind for the third, and1 what 
many thougW. would be the final race, of 
the international series. The maneuver- 
ing before the start was remarkably In- 
teresting. Excursion boats and yachts 
gave the racing craft plenty of room, and 
Ban- and Hogarth had their little game 
all to themselves. 


Had the wind heldlthe series for the 


America's cup would have ended'in three 
straight heats for the defender andi the 
Irish mug-hunter would have sailed 
home without the trophy, beaten as de- 
cisively as any past candidate for cup 
honors. Only~ the failure of' the wind 
saved her from experiencing a defeat 
more stinging- than she suffered on 
Mon- 


day, 
when, over a windward and lee- 


ward course, 30 miles, She lost the race 
by 10 minutes and 8 seconds. 


Yesterday she-was beaten on the run 


to the outer mark 5 minutes and 51 sec- 
onds, elapsed time, and on the leg home, 
which should have been a beat, but 
which, owing to a shift of the wind, was 
a broad r«ach, the wyte flyer easily 
sailed away from her. When the race 
was declared off, about 10 minutes before 
the expiration of the time limit, Colum- 
bia was leading by about three miles. 
She was then four miles from the finish. 
Had the race ended the challenger would 
have been beaten by at least 20 minutes. 


Sir Thomas' boat was very badly 


handled in spite of the aggregation of 
talent aboard of her. The two English 
captains and the captain of Emperor 
William's yacht Meteor failed to get her 
over the line before the handlcup gun 
was fired, and she went in the race 
penalized by two seconds on that ac- 
count. The additional ballast which was 
put into her also seems to have been a 
blunder on) the part of her managers, as 
it increased the size of the body to be 
forced through the water, and in the 
light air that prevailed retarded instead 
of increased her speed. 


What Shamrock might be able to do 


In rough weather and a reefing wind is 
etill problematical, but after the drub- 
bing she has received the experts are al- 
most unanimous in the belief that Co- 
lumbia can take her measure in light 
airs or a gale at wind. The crew of 
Shamrock are now convinced that we 
have the better boat Before the race 
on Monday they had the most supreme 
confidence in their ability to win with 
Shamrock. 


The yachts will race again today, and 


even if Columbia wins there is a possi- 
bility that two more races will be sailed. 
A suggestion to this effect has been made 
and Sir Thomas appears anxious that it 
should be carried out. He has been 
greatly disappointed in the showing his 
boat has made, but believes she night 
do better over a triangular course in a 
heavier wind, and has said that he would 
be pleased to sail two more races. 


Yesterday was a radiant day for those 


afloat. Though a veil of light haze hung 
over the horizon-, not a cloud flecked the 
sky. A 10-knot land breeze- blew out 
of the northwest. A big holiday crowd 
went out to witness what all supposed 
would be the last race of the cup series. 
The bay was alive with sails. Fifty or 
more sailing ships of every style of rig, 
which had been weather-bound for two 
weeks, were speeding seaward. 


The course was laid 15 miles before the 


wind, southeast by south, straight out 
to sea. After some pretty maneuver- 
ing behind' the line, Captain Barr bested 


f the talent aboard the challenger, Bend- 


ing Columbia flying across the line 27 
seconds ahead of his adversary. 


The handicap gun boomed two seconds 


before Shamrock crossed, and she sailed 
away with that penalty in addition to 
the 16 seconds she now allows Columbia. 
The race to the outer mark was not ex- 
citing. Both yachts crossed with bulg- 
ing balloon-s, mainsails and their largest 
clubtopsails drawing. But as tha wind 
bad pulled a little to southward after the 
course had bsen set, instead of keeping 
away for the mark, they made almost a 
triangular race of it. Without setting 
th-eir spinnakers they luffed sharply to 
starboard, each striving for the weather 
gauge. 


Columbia showed her rival a fleet pair 


of heels, gaining gradually from the 
start. For almost an hour the luffing 
match continued, carrying the big single- 
stickers four miles off their course. 
Shamrock having been badly beaten in 
her1 attempt to get to windward, both 
squared away for the mark, breaking out 
their big spinnakers to the following 
•wind. After watching the yachts run 
before the wind for an hour, during 
•wliiph the breeze gradually died down to 
about five knots or less, the excursion 
fleet went ahead and gathered about the 
float to witness the turn. By the time 
they had lined up the big yachts could 
baldly be discerned through the haze. 
The wind kept failing and there was a 
long wait. 


The balloons of the big sloops bellied in 


and out, shivered, collapsed, and ths race 
degenerated into a drifting match as 
they approached the mark. The chal- 
lenger was directly astern of Columbia, 
trying to blanket the Yankee. But Co- 
lumbia somehow managed to get wind 
enough to keep her slipping through th« 
water, and in vain the Britisher straintfi 
to overtake her. 


The yachts were half an hour covering 


the last half mile. Slowly Columbia 
Vore around the mark and filled away. 
Passing Shamrock, still outward bound, 
close aboard on her weather, she robbed 
her of the light breeze and left her ut- 
terly becalmed for a full minute. A brass 
throated chorus had greeted Columbia 
as she turned and it waa repeated with 
added vigor when Shamrock wentaround 
six minutes and 18 seconds later. 


Columbia had gained five minutes and 


61 seconds In the 15 miles to leeward. 
About 3% hours had been consumed and 
there appeared no chance for either 
yacht to get home, but as the breeze con- 
tinued to haul to the southward it made 
a fair wind for the return journey, and 
as it freshened to 10 knots soon after- 
ward a faint hope of finishing within the 
time limit arose. 


The Yankee sailed away from her 


rival like a ghost ship, leaving her far 
astern, increasing the distance between 
them so rapidly that when the race was 
declared off at 4:19 she was leading- by 
tfiree miler

Adopted by President Lincoln Should be 


Applied to the Philippines 


Kew-York, Oct 20.—At the dinner last 


night of the Aldine Press association 
President 
McKmloy's commissioners, 


President McKmley's commissioners, 
made a • speech, in which he tersely 
summed up the troubles in tha Philip- 
pines. 
While not directly speaking in 


defense of the administration's policy, 
what he sai£ r^as, in approbation of tha 
president's 
treatment of the question. 


He spoke in part as 


FROTEHSOR SCHURMAS. 


"The more one he.ars of the Philip- 


pines problem the less disposed one will 
be to think any solution proposed fret 
from objections. But some points of 
cardinal importance are beyond dispute. 
. "Under tbe law of nations, the United 
States has unlnpeacbable sovereignty 
over tbe Philippine islands. This in- 
volves responsibility for their govern- 
ment. Our tutelage at least for some 
time is the one thing* that can save the 
Filipinos from despotism and anarchy 
and their islands from division among 
the European powers, thus destroying 
forever the hope of free and self-govern- 
ing Filipino nationality which American 
protection and guardianship would in- 
evitably tend to develop. 


"But one must not fail to make use of 


every means available for the at tain- 
tHM of Uie end in view, 


we ne»i m mma tntit-rrss jrrr^inos, since 
the signing of the treaty of Paris, have 
been without political status or civil 
rights, it wouldi seem both just and pol- 
itic for congress (to whom the treaty 
delegates the function) to declare au- 
thoritatively what rights and privileges 
the Filipinos are to enjoy under Ameri- 
can sovereignty. 


"I do not ask for a reduction of our 


forces. On the contrary, I think con- 
gress should vote the president—unani- 
mously, too—all the men and money that 
In any contingency can be needed for the 
prompt suppression of Aguinaldo's in- 
surrection. But that is not enough. 
There are 6,000,000 or 7,000,000 of Filipinos 
who are not fighting us. The Tagalogs 
who are fighting us number—men, 
women and children—not more than a 
million and a half. 


"I plead alike on the ground of justice 


and expediency for an authoritative an- 
nouncement to these peaceful Filipinos 
—the great majority of all the inhabi- 
tants of this archipelago, of the politi- 
cal and civil rights, privileges and im- 
munities which the president and con 
gross of the UniteS States undoubtedly 
have ready to bestow upon them. 


"My advice is this: increase your mili- 


tary forces, but at the same time tell the 
pacific Filipinos what you are going to 
do with them, and while your grant will 
undoubtedly satisfy the non-belligerents 
it will also weaken among the belligerent 
Tagalogs the power now exercised by 
Agulnaldo. This is Lincoln's border 
fltate policy applied to the Philippines, 
whertf 1 beg you will note the dubious 
neutrals far outnumber the belligen- 
•nts."

All 
freight or express charges on these boxes 
to New! York must be prepaid by the 
s«T3d.ers. The maxim-urn weight of boxes 
Is to be about 20 pounds. There shoulc 
be no perishable matter. 


Memorial to Varment Heroes. 


Gettysburg, Pa., Oct. 20.—Two of the 


regiments composing the faufous Ver- 
mont brigade at Gettysburg dedicated 
their monuments near the High Water 
Mark on the battlefield. The principal 
exercises occurred at the monument of 
the Thirteenth regim-ent, which ia a 
bronze statue of Lieutenant Stephen F. 
Brown, with thi» hatchet which he used 
in this battle lying at his feet and in his 
left hand the sabre which he captured In 
the bloody struggle of the third dlay. 
Colonel Albert Clark of Boston spoke at 
length, detailing the movement of the 
Vermont troops at Gettysburg. 


Nothing Learned by Tests. 


Washington, Oct. 20.—The "heeling" 


tests which were madg oni the New Or- 
leans at the New York navy yard a few- 
days ago have turned out inconclusive, 
failing from unreported causes to afford 
any data respecting the stability of the 
ship.

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DIVANS.

Tk TOTHING adds so much to the com- 


fort of a room as prettily draped 
divans. They are suitable as a 


part of the furnishing' of almost any 
apartment and need cost but very little 
if the householders are willing to give 
their time and labor for the purpose of 
caving dollars. 


Many people buy from the upholsterer 


a wire framed or canvas covered cot, 
upon which they place a mattress, or- 
dered to fit the cot. A row of cushions 
'laid along the wall at the back serves 
to afford comfort to the occupants of 
the couch. Bright oriental draperies 
thrown over the cot make the usual 
coverings of this style of divan. Such 
couches are a trifle expensive when one 
counts the cost of the cot and mattress 
and oriental draperies. 


The homemade couch may be either 


constructed by the carpenter or, better 
•till, built at home by some member of 
the family. In these days of manual 
training schools when women handle 
tools as cleverly as men, that ought to 
be no difficult matter. The homemade 
couch may be a straight one or one to 
be fitted into a corner. 


To make the corner couch, order some 


timber; pieces 3 inches by 2 inches are 
the best, and some red or yellow deal 
2 Inches by 2 inches for the legs and 
crosspieces. The couch may be made 
any length that is convenient. A satis- 
factory width for the seat is two and 
one-half feet. The lega should be cut, 
the front ones longer than those intend- 
ed for the back, so that the seat will 
be given a slight tilt, an arrangement 
that adds to the comfort of those who 
Bit upon the couch. The heavier pieces 
of timber are out the required length 
and mitered at one end, the front edges 
of the front bars being rounded off with 
a drawing knife, or other rounding tool, 
•to prevent the sharp edge from cutting 
the sitter. The crossbars are then cut and 
halved Into the lower sides of the other 
bars. They are an inch less in depth 
than the others, and consequently will 
not be felt through the cushions, as 
they net reach to the top. An ingenious 
arrangement of webbing laced and in- 
terlaced forms a groundwork for the 
cushions, giving a spring to the frame 
that is very satisfactory. 


The legs should be mortised into the 


large bare of the frame. The webbing 
should be strained tightly across, being 


and affixing to the upper side a wooden 
button covered with cloth of a color 
to match the covering. 


A convenient way of keeping the 


cushion in position is to tack to the I 


ering can be made of jijim. It should 
be one of those, not made of strips 
sewed together, but all in one piece. A 
design admirable for the purpose would 
be of dull gold with faint pinkish em- 
broideries. Still more luxurious would 
be a covering consisting of two oriental 
rugs.

Instead of making, the cushions at 
home, cheap cushions may be purchased 
of the upholsterer. 


A simpler straight divan may be built 


of narrow strips of wood. It is design- 
ed almost like a garden settee, except 
that the feet are shorter. Good dimen- 
sions are 10 inches high for the seat 
and 3 inches wide, with the baek 22 
inches high. The frame is strengthened 
by means of strips of wood nailed 
around the legs lower down. When the 
framework has been finished, the cush- 
ions must be made. They should be, 
for the back, 7 feet by 22 inches, the 
one for the seat being 28 inches by 7 
feet, so that the back one, will slip be- 
hind the other. They should be nailed 
to the wooden framework and covered 
with some dark clothllke denim in addi- 
tion to the mattress ticking, so that, 
should the loose draperies become dis- 
arranged, all will look presentable be- 
neath. 


It will take four yards of material E4 


Inches wide to do the covering, only 
one side of the cushions being covered, 
of course. This should be cut into two 
pieces, each tw6 inches long, and they 
should be sewed together at the sel- 
vage. From one side of one of these 
pieces should be cut a piece 15 Inches 
wide. The large piece is nailed on the 
back and sides of the divan, drawn over 
and tucked between the cushions and 
then allowed to, hang in front to tn« 
ground; there'ft la hemmed. Then tha 
atrip which has be«n cut off will Just 
do to cover the ends.

cut the corn from the cobs. Put the 
cobs in a large saucepan, breakin 
them in two if they are too long for 
the pan. Pour a pint of water in the 
saucepan and stand it on the stove. 
Cover it closely and let the cobs cook 
for half an hour to extract their flavor; 
then remove them, and, after measur- 
ing the corn, measure an equal quan- 
tity of shelled lima beans. Put them 
in the saucepan, adding enough of rich 
milk just to cover them. Let them 
cook until they can easily be pierced 
with a fork, then add the corn and let 
it cook five minutes. Season with salt, 
pepper, a little sugar and plenty of 
butter. Stir a heaping teaspoonful of 
flour in a half pint of cream, and just 
two minutes after the corn has cooked 
the allotted time stir this mixture 
through the succotash and let it boil 
just one minute. Then serve.

Shrimp Cakea. 


Bake a pound of potatoes-in their 


skins until they are thoroughly cooked 
(or if more convenient peel and boil 
them), and while they are still hot 
scoop them out of the skins and break 
them up with a fork and pass them 
through a motato masher or wire sieve. 
Then add a little milk, but not suffi- 
cient to make them too moist, a small 
piece of butter, half a teaspoonful of 
anchovy sauce, and season them with 
salt, pepper and a little nutmeg, and 
aeat the potatoes until they are light 
and creamy. Have ready half a pint of 
picked shrimps; mix these with the 
potato, and add a little beaten egg to 
bind the mixture. Take, small portions 
of it at a time and form into little 
round cakes on a floured board; dip 
them into beaten egg and then into 
bread crumbs, and after letting them 
rest for 15 minutes fry them in boiling 
fat until nicely browned.

pers; let it boil slowly for three hours. Take up 
the tongue, strip off the white skin very care- 
fully, cut away a liule of the root and all rougk 
parts of fat, etc., brush over with glaze and 
stand in the oven for 20 minutes. Prepare the 
sauce as follows: Chop separately four shallots, 
three pickled gherkins, a dessertspoonful of capers 
and a lablespoonlul of piccalilli. Place a gill of 
wine vinegar in a stewpan, the chopped pickles, 
etc., a sprig of thyme and a bay leaf. Place the 
cover on the ste^'pan ard let the contents cook 
till reduced to half the quantity, then take out 
the herbs carefully, add a pint of good brown 
gravy nicely seasoned and thickened and boil up. 
This sauce should be poured round the tongue 
and the whole garnished with carrots and turnip! 
cut in fancy shapes and boiled in salted 


How to Dry Herbs. 


Herbs which are to be dried should 


be gathered on a fine, dry day; remove 
the roots and wash the stalks and 
leaves in borax water to free the latter 
from grit, etc.; tie them in bunches and 
hang up in the sun to dry. Should this 
not be possible, they should be placed 
in the kitchen. Directly the leaves are 
withered and crisp remove them from 
the stalks and reduce them to a fine 
powder in a mortar; then put Into dry, 
clean bottles and cork tightly. Lemon 
thyme, marjoram and basil arc perhaps 
the most useful herbs for flavoring pur- 
poses, and they may with advantage be 
mixed in equal proportions. Mint and 
sage, however, should each b* bottled 
separately.

Anna Olcott Commclln, 


HEW FIELDS FORTUNE. 


Queensland Extends an Invita- 


tion to the United States. 


8UBE8T WAT TO EXTEHD TRADE. 


IB AMtnrii* For 


tlle Relation! — One Large* Ameri- 
can Contract—State Loam to Farm- 
er* and Woman Smitrace Dlaenaaed 
art tbe Commercial Congreaa. 
Director W. P. Wilson opened the 


other day's session of tbe international 
commercial congress at Philadelphia. 
The first speaker was Sir Horace To- 
zer, general agent for Queensland in 
London, says the New York Sun. He 
eaid that although Queensland has not 
yet entered on its fortieth year of sep- 
arate existence and has a population 
of only 500,000 its trade already 
reaches $75,000,000 a year. The whole 
of this trade is with England. 


"But Queensland," he said, "has al- 


ways shown a practicable apprecia- 
tion of American worth and methods 
and would always have gladly welcom- 
ed closer trade relations with the Unit- 
ed States. 


"I sent a special envoy to the Unit- 


ed States with a view to the expansion 
of trade, and only this year contracts 
have been placed by myself with an 
American dredging engineer for dredg 
ing to cost a quarter of a million ster- 
ling. I have also placed on my list of 
London traders for government sup- 
plies the names of several American 
firms which expressed a desire to sup- 
ply machinery and iron works to the 
Queensland government, and before I 
leave I hope to remove the difficulties 
concerning local objections which 
have been the principal barrier to suc- 
cessful business negotiations. But I 
regret to say that from a country 
which is almost exclusively a producer 
of raw products often purchased by 
the States from other nations, the 
share Queensland received of these 
purchases was last year just $130. 


"I have the opinion that the surest 


way for the United States to extend 
its foreign trade with Queensland is 
to secure an entrance on the ground 
floor of her industries by expending 
part of the surplus wealth and scien- 
tific energy of its people in the de- 
velopment of Queensland's many re- 
sources, and in this direction judicious 
enterprise is likely to meet with a rich 
reward." 


A paper on the mining interests of 


Queensland was read by William 
Grant Clark. He said there were 1,300 
miles of territory taken up with tin 
and gold mines. Nearly all the labor 
in the mines is done by white men, al- 
though the temperature in many places 
is 120 degrees in the shade. 


Dr. J. A. Cockburn, delegate from 


South Australia, said that South Aus- 
tralia had a territory of 900,000 square 
miles and a population of 364000. He 
said: "The government of South Ans- 
tralia, through the agricultural depart- 
ment, has a system of forwarding 
small consignments of the farmers to 
the markets of the world and of mak- 
ing advances of 60 per cent upon the 
value of such shipments to the pro- 
ducer. This paternal system was at 
first objected to as an interference 
with private enterprise, but the success 
of the scheme has closed the mouths of 
the critics, and the state has advanced 
in another direction in the assistance 
of the farmer by the establishment of 
a state bank, which makes loans of 
money to small farmers and thus pre- 
vents much of the evils of usury. 


"The 
system of government is such 


that the people vote directly upon all 
public questions, and women also have 
the franchise. It has been extended 
to them in its fullest extent, and no 
one in South Australia would suggest 
a return to the old system. 


"The husband and wife get along 


very weE together with it. They usual- 
ly vote together, and men are some- 
times persuaded, lightly and gently, of 
course, but ngue the less persuaded, by 
the women to vote properly."

W. H. Forbes-Townseud of Liver* 


pool, who !• traveling with Mr. Keith, 
from hit own accounts set-ms to be the 
English globe trotter of whom so much 
bos been written, for, judging from his 
talk, he has been in all countries. He 
spoke most interestingly of the Trans- 
vaal recently to a New York Tribune re- 
porter, saying: "I spent eight months 
there Just prior to Jameson's famous 
raid and became thoroughly familiar 
with the country and its inhabitants, 
although I cannot say I ever became 
intimate with any of them, as the 
Boers are absolutely the most uncom- 
municative people I have ever seen. I 
spent a large part of my time there in 
Johannesburg, which is a typical min- 
ing town, although it has been largely 
built up and has some very handsome 
buildings. 


"The Boers themselves are very dull 


mentally, nonprogressive and phleg- 
matic. This last, however, tells in 
their favor, as they do not become in 
the least excited when under fire. It is 
a mistake to think that they have lost 
their ability as shots, for they prac- 
tice marksmanship continually and are 
the most expert shots I have ever seen. 
I myself constantly saw the small 
Boer boys practicing shooting on the 
veldt, and some of them couldn't have 
been over 6 years old. 


"I also trekked (pronounced treek- 


ked) up to the Limpopo river, which is 
the boundary line between the Trans- 
vaal and Matabeleland, for the shoot- 
ing, 
which is the finest for both bird 


and beast I have ever had. I got a 
pretty good idea of the lay of the 
country, and it has the most perfect 
natural defenses in the world. On the 
Natal border the few passes there are 
so narrow and of such character that 
40 men can with ease hold themselves 
against 1,000, and the same is true of 
all their other frontiers. Then the 
country, from its nature, affords natu- 
ral second lines of defense, for it is 
made up of successive ranges of moun- 
tains, with level plains, or veldts, be- 
tween, and all the mountains can only 
be crossed by passes of so difficult a 
nature as to render it possible for a 
few men to stand off a large number. 


"It is also a mistake to think that 


the Boers are unable to handle artil- 
lery. Young Boers are sent abroad for 
their education, and large numbers of 
them have studied in the military 
schools of France, Germany and even 
England itself. As in tbe past, in each 
company of Boer soldiery a number of 
sharpshooters are told off whose sole 
duty it will be to pick off the officers 
of the enemy. These companies num- 
ber about 100 men each. When we 
were in San Francisco, we met a num- 
ber of prominent mining men there 
who have been in the Transvaal and 
were thoroughly acquainted with tie 
country and tfoe Boers and their chftT« 
acteristics, and while we all knew that 
in the end Great .Britain would un- 
doubtedly conquer, we all agreed that' 
it would nevertheless take her a long 
time to do it and that the nut she has 
set herself to -crack is likely to prove 
far more difficult than most people at 
present realize."

our colonial telegraph. The longest 
stretch will be between Key West and 
Cuba, but I have no doubt of tbe new 
system's ability to cover that. 


"The intention is then to connect 


the eastern end of Cuba with Haiti and 
the eastern end of Santo Domingo with 
Porto Rico. We will also connect the 
two important islands of the Hawaiian 
group and such islands of the Philip- 


i pine archipelago as may be necessary. 


I believe wireless telegraphy will be of 
inestimable advantage to this govern- 
ment in covering tbe short distances 
that separate these islands."

ANOTHER REMARKABLE CASE 


Local Girl, Lame From Childhood, 


Cured by Natural Bone-Setter 


Dr. Sweet of Amsterdam, N. T., the 


famous bone setter, has demonstrated 
his skill on another subject from this 
city. This was Retta, the 14-years old 
daughter of Mr. and Mrs. E. E. Canedy, 
who when six months old had the mis- 
fortune to be dropped on tbt» floor. 
From that time her right leg failed to 
develop as it should, and the doctors 
who treated the child procsunced tt a 
rase of paralysis. The girl wan serious- 
ly crippled and the indications were 
that there was no help for her. The 
leg never developed any strength. In 
fact, it was almost withered, and before 
she went to see Dr. Sweet it waa four 
inches shorter than the other. 


Influenced by the remarkable things 


that Dr. Sweet had done for-othersu Mr. 
Canedy decided to send his daughter to 
Amsterdam, which was done^Wednes- 
day of this week. Dr. Sweet found that 
the girl's hip had been dislocated sinja 
sh.e waa an infant, and also that som-i 
of the bones in her ankle and foot wer 5 
out of place, this trouble being due to 
the weakness of the leg, which had re- 
sulted in the rolling- of the foot and 
twisting of the ankle when she walked. 
The girl had never been allowed to 
use crutches, as it was felt that the 
defective leg would give out entirely if 
not used. 


Dr. Sweet put all the bonea In place 


In a few minutes after going to work 
on the case aud the girl 
returned 


home. Her legs are now of equal length 
and it is expected she will make a com- 
plete recovery, although this will re- 
quire time, owing to the long time the 
bones were displaced and the conse- 
quent muscular development. The foot 
and ankle will have to be carefully at- 
tended to, aa the joints are liable to 
part unless held in place by prooer 
bandages until the ligaments and mus. 
cles become stronger. 


The family and their friends are as- 


tonished and greatly grat'fied by what 
has been done for the girl, and the 
case is certainly a very remarkable 
one. 


EPWORTH LEAGUE CONVENTION 


Interesting Report by Dr. Griffin, Pre* 


sident of the District 


The Epworth league of the local Me- 


thodist church was well represented by 
delegates and others at the ninth an- 
nual convention of the league of the 
Troy district, held In Hoosick Falls yes- 
terday, and the sessions of the con- 
vention were full of interest 
There 


were about 400 delegates present, rep- 
resenting 65 societies. The most inter- 
esting feature of the morning session 
was the report of the president, Rev. 
Dr. T. A. Griffin. A part of his report 
follows: 


"The survey of our field during the 


history of the last year yields us no 
causes of discouragement. Our last 
report showed 4,039 members, with 1.800 
juniors, which indicated no material 
change in numbers, certainly no loss. 
The good work seems well in hand. The 
four branches are presided over by two 
ministers and two laymen, all of whom 
are efficient. Throughout the district 
the various departments are ait work, 
some with greater efficiency than oth- 
ers. But I am confident that our Ep- 
worth Leagues, especially in our small- 
er districts and rural charges, are a re- 
inforcing agency to the pastorate, 
whose witBdrawal would leave a vodd 
in our church life no other visible 
agency could supply. 


A little over one-half our league re- 


ported $384 as their contribution to the 
missionary cause. We are called upon 
by our bishop for a 20th century 
thanksgiving. This Is to be free will, 
and exclusive of regular contributions. 
Members of the district board of con- 
trol have upon call convened from dis- 
tant parts of the district, and to all 
officers and members of the district 
branches and local chapters I am In- 
debted for much help and many cour- 
tesies." 


Reports and addresses occupied the 


afternoon session. Dr, Griffin was re- 
elected president and on the new board 
of directors are M. V. N. Braman and 
R. H. Allen of this city.

HOW THE AWKWARD ANIMALS ARE 


TAUGHT TO PERFORM. 


Some Are Too Doll to Leara A»jr« 


thine, While When Are <l«Jck to < 
Catch •• Ide*—forcible Method* 
' V»e4 In Their TnUutn*. 


"Scores of people ask me every day," 


said Keeper Snyder of the elephant 
house in Central park recently, "h$w 
anything so stupid looking and thick 
skinned as an elephant can be taught 
anything. I tell them all that elephants 
are not unlike children. Some are too 
dull to learn anything, and others can 
catch an idea quickly. Tom," he went 
on, pointing to the large elephant who 
was busily engaged in throwing hay on 
his back, "although irascible indisposi- 
tion, is quite intelligent. The first trick 
I taught him was to lie down. This 
was not so easy to accomplish as it 
might seem, for it took a block and fall 
at front and rear, with a gang of 15 or 
20 men at each end. I stood at one 
side, and as I said 'Get downl' his feet 
were drawn out from nnder him. This 
had to be repeated only a few times be- 
fore he learned what 'Get down' meant 
for him. 


"To teach him to stand on his hind 


feet and on his head a block and fall on 
a beam over his head, a snatch block 
and trw.o 'dead men' in the floor and the 
services of another elephant were all 
required. As I said 'Get up!' the ele- 
phant in harness walked forward, and 
Tom's front feet went up, while hia 
hind feet were chained together. When 
I said 'Stand on yonr head I'his front 
feet, which had been previously chain- 
ed, remained on the floor, while bis 
hind feet were drawn up until they al- 
most literally 'kicked the beam.' 


"These were his first lessons. When 


he learned to drill to 'right about, face,' 
and'left about, face,' I stood on one 
side of him and another man on the 
other, and we each had a prod. As I 
commanded 'Right about, face!' he was 
pushed over to the right, and 'Left 
about, face I' he was prodded in that 
direction. I taught Mm to waltz in 
much the same way, only as we pushed 
him back and forth we made him go 
clear around, and now he is one of the 
best waltzers in the country. He learn- 
ed to ring the bell and fan himself in 
one lesson. Both require the same mo- 
tion, and they are really the same trick, 
although people never think of that. 
Yes, 
he knows which is which and 


never picks up the fan or napkin when 
I tell him to ring the bell. I only had 
to put each, one at a time, in his truck, 
and with the fan and bell I shook it 
and with the napkin wiped first one 
eide of his mouth and then the other. 
He took to hand organ grinding like a 
Mulberry street Italian. It is one of his 
favorite tricks. 


"The elephant is the only animal 


•whose tags all bend the same way. His 
hind legs bend in, and the position re- 
quired for creeping' is not very comfort- 
able, but he does it as well as a baby. 
His performances on the harmonica 
are the most surprising to onlookers, 
but the fact is that all the intelligence 
required for that is holding the instru- 
ment As he must breathe through his 
trunk, every breath moves it back and 
forth. I discovered that he holds his 
breath when he stands on bis bind legs 
by trying to get him to do that and 
play the harmonica at the same time, 
but his front feet are no sooner up than 
the sound ceases until they are down 
again. 


"His tub is about 2^ feet high, and 


it took me about an hour to get him to 
mount it the first time' and as long to 
get him down from it once he was up. 
I had finally to improvise a step from it 
before he would come down. He wen. 
tight up again, however, and came 
down and repeated the movement sev- 
eral times in the first lesson. Now be 
mounts it and stands on his hind feet 
his front feet, his side feet and waltzes 
and changes on it 


"People all seem to think that an ele- 


phant has no sense of feeling because 
bis skin is thick and coarse. The fact is 
tbat his skin is as sensitive as a baby's, 
and if yon tickle him with a straw you 
will find it out The feet of the ele- 
phant have to be repaired frequently, 
for they are as susceptible to corns and 
stone bruises as the feet of people, and 
they have to be cut and trimmed. Tou 
wouldn't think it, would yon, that 
twice around Tom's front foot, when he 
is standing with his full weight upon 
it, is equal to bis height? It is trne, 
and it is a rule that seldom varies an 
inch in any elephant 


"The African elephants have only 


four toes, and their ears are very large 
The Asiatic elephants have five toes, 
and their ears are smaller. There are 
few African elephants in this country 
—not more than three or four. Hot 
long ago, at an exhibition in this city, 
there was a skin of leather with small 
ears and comparatively fine texture (the 
hide from all elephants has too large 
pores to make it of use), and it was 
labeled, 'Hide from an African ele- 
phant' People don't know anything 
about them.'"—New York Post

Plan Proposed For the Stranded: 


Steamer City of Jacksonville. 


One of the most novel schemes ever, 


undertaken to float a stranded steame^ 
will be tried on the City of Jackson? 
vllle, which was driven hard and fast 
on the North Carolina coast during the 
September storm. Compressed air is 
to be the means resorted to, and it is 
predicted that success will crown the 
effort, says the Philadelphia Times. 
This is the first time that the plan has 
ever been tried. It is the invention of 
a Pbiladelphian.

signed to do the work for §6,000. They 
sent an engineer to the scene. He re- 
turned with a rather unfavorable re- 
port of the steamer's position. During 
the gale the City of Jacksonville was 
carried fully a quarter of a mile inland 
and was found high and dry on the 
sand.

plied would be sufficient to draw her 
from her unenviable berth without 
pulling her to pieces at the same time.

tion it was resolved to test the inven- 
tion of Morelia Sardou, a young civil 
engineer of Philadelphia. 
By this 


method jets of water are forced by 
compressed air around and under the 
vessel until the foundation on which 
she rests is transformed into a liquid 
mass. Hawsers are then made fast 
to tugboats, and it is expected that 
they can easily draw the steamer 
through the semillquid mass formed 
by the pumps.

when, Indeed, he can so far overcome 
his loathing for the man as to refer to 


CECIL KHODE8. 


him at all. Next to religious fervor 
the predominating sentiment in Oom 
Paul's mind is hatred for this grand 
Englishman who towers as a Colossus 
among his countrymen In South Af- 
rica, just as Oom Paul himself towers 
a master spirit among the Boers there. 
They are two giant figures to the 
world In these closing months of the 
century—giants locked now in a death 
grapple in which either one or the oth- 
er must go down with a crash never 
to rise again. One of the first acts of 
the Boer campaign was to put a price 
on Cecil Rhodes' head. About the first 
concerted strategic move was against 
the place where he was intrenched. 


When, in ISfli Cecil Rhodes' health 


gave way and he was obliged to leave 
college, he consulted a physician, who 
told him he must go to a milder cli- 
mate. He was a methodical old doctor, 
and in his private memorandum of the 
case he wrote as a footnote, "Cannot 
live six months." He was a thin faced 
lanky lad of 1$ then, with dull eyes. 
His countenance did not suggest In- 
telligence and indicated nothing of 
force. That was only 28 years ago. 
Now he is the diamond king, the gold 
king, the railroad builder, the multi- 
millionaire among multimillionaires 
In bis private humdrum capacity. In 
his public capacity be Is the founder 
of a vast empioe, a statesman who 
in Gladstone's time was counted sec- 
ond only to the Grand Old Man him- 
self; since Gladstone's death counted 
second to none In all the vast British 
dominions for relentless force and 
sheer weight of personal power. 


It naturally would be a good deal of 


a man who could make hatred for him- 
self the one overshadowing passion of 
a character ao broad and full of force 
as that of Kruger. It Is Impossible to 
think of the Transvaal leader Indulg- 
ing himself In real hatred for anything 
smaller than a giant. "It Is no use for 
us to have big ideals," said Rhodes 
once In conversation with his friend, 
Chinese Gordon, "unless we have mon- 
ey to carry them out." 


That sentiment was the keynote of 


his early career in South Africa. He 
had big ideals, and he needed a colos- 
sal fortune to carry them out 
So he 


went and got the colossal fortune, Just 
as a carpenter would go and get his 
tools to do a piece of work. His one 
Ideal, around which all other ideals 
centered, was a vast United States of 
South Africa. His dream was a com- 
pact federated nation like the United 
States of America. He stood first and 
above all things for the right of the 
governed to a voice in the government. 
No taxation without representation! 
No rule of an oligarchical ring! are the 
cries with which he has made South 
Africa ring until they culminated in 
the demands for representation which 
made Oom Paul throw down the 
gauntlet How thoroughly he la Im- 
bued with American ideas he is con- 
stantly showing in his utterances, pri- 
-, r.te and public. When the born* rule 
agitation was going on in England, he 
exclaimed impatiently: "Why don't 
they go and read the constitution of 
the United States instead of speculat- 
ing on this and doubting about that? 
There is no speculation or doubt about 
It Home rule Is not an experiment. 
It has been worked out and solved in 
the United States for more than 100 
years." 


Another time, commenting on the 


[Vilification that was being poured in 
the English papers on South African 
ambitions and on him personally, be 
said: "That is the sort of talk that led 
to Bunker Hill. I am loyal. The Cape 
la loyal. But continued injustice and 
misrepresentation will alienate the 
most loyal. If England interferes with 
us—well, the United States of Soutb 
Africa is not an ill sounding name." 


As to his wealth, It IB op somewhen 


among those prodigious "figures wfiere 
a million or ao does not matter either 
way. Some place it at $75,000,000 and 
•ome at $160,000,000, and a figure be- 
tween the two is probably about right 
In bis money getting days he was a 
money getter and fond of money and 
that which represents money. The 
story Is still told of him in Klmberley 
that be filled a pail full of diamonds, 
all bis own, and poured out the glitter- 
ing heap again and again with almost 
chlldlsb pleasure. 
But that epoch

"He "would' nowi'no' 'more''think of 


boarding money," said an acquaint- 
ance of his recently, "than a party 
leader would think of hoarding votes. 
To him a million pounds simply means 
a lever, an instrument of power." It 
Is Impossible for those who see him 
now to think of him as ever having 
been a weakling sent abroad to die. He 
Is 6 feet 1 inch tall in his shoes, and 
heavy and muscular in proportion. His 
appetite is a marvel. Chief Lobengula 
called him "the man who eats a whole 
country for bis dinner." "He bad the 
face of a Caesar, the ambition of a 
Loyola and the wealth of a Croesus," 
says one writer. 


His gray eyes, somewhat sunken in 


their orbits, bave an almost melan- 
choly expression, in curious contrast 
with the bold resolution of the other 
features. Washington had such eyes; 
so did Lincoln. In speech Cecil Rhodes 
Is simple and direct and in manner 
frank. He has waged several fierce 
wars with natives, he is building a rail- 
way and telegraph line from Cairo to 
the Cape, to say nothing of the lines he 
has built in the Cape country itself, he 
has founded an empire—and he is but 
46 years old. Yet his great reproach 
against himself is that he is lazy—has 
led, on the whole, rather an Indolent 
life. 


WAREHOUSE AT SHANGHAI. 


It "Will Be an Aid to American. Bi- 


yorter* In China. 


The project of establishing a mam- 


moth warehouse at Shanghai, China, 
where American manufacturers and 
exporters may store goods intended for 
the American trade with the orient 
seems now assured of success. The 
credit for the successful promotion of 
this great enterprise is due to the Na- 
tional Association of Manufacturers, 
says a Washington dispatch to the 
Philadelphia Public Ledger. This as- 
sociation sent out invitations to a 
number of leading firms all over the 
country' to participate in the undertak- 
ing, and nearly all business houses ap- 
proached have joined the new com- 
pany, which will be known as the 
Shanghai Warehouse association. 


The idea of starting the enterprise 


has occupied the attention of the Man- 
ufacturers' association for some time 
past, but not until after the opening of 
the National Export exposition at Phil- 
adelphia did the plans take definite 
shape. 
The Philadelphia exposition 


has opened the eyes of manufacturers 
and exporters to the vast possibilities 
of trade with the east, and one of the 
practical results was the decision to 
carry out the Shanghai warehouse 
scheme without further delay. A site, 
on which the promoters of the plan 
had an option, has been secured, and 
a suitable building for displaying and 
storing American goods will be erected 
thereon. Mr. V. L. Boeck, who has 
spent a number of years tn China in a 
commercial capacity, will be manager 
of the warehouse, and as soon as the 
organization of the company has been 


' perfected preparations for the receiv- 


ing of goods and samples will be made. 
It is expected that the warehouse will 
be built and ready for occupancy in 
considerably less than a year's time. 


ODD ADVICE TO EXPORTERS. 


Mke» Goods With Rell- 


Trademarks. 


Consul John N. Ruffln, at Asuncion, 


who has been urging Americans to 
take advantage of the great trade 
openings in Paraguay, has followed up 
bis former communications to Wash- 
ington by one in which he .gives some 
Lints as to how cotton exporters can 
best build up a trade. 


He is very much In earnest but there 


is a somewhat humorous side to the 
glimpse he gives of Paraguayan busi- 
ness methods, says the New York 
Times. For instance, he suggests that 
a little piety in the trademark, if one 
la exporting bleached cottons, is a 
good thing. "Trademarks which seem 
to have religious bearings, like the 
Star of Bethlehem," he says, "take 
very well here." 


Other bints as to the peculiarities 


and prejudices of the Paraguayans are: 
"While our goods show their superiori- 
ty in texture, etc., after they are wash- 
ed, their quality does not influence the 
people. 
They want something that 


looks well and at the same time feels 
well—a smooth, compact surface. They 
do not care if It is nearly all starchy 
after it has been worn or washed out; 
they buy a new piece because It Is 
cheap." 


Finally Consul Ruffln gives this In- 


sight into the Paraguayan preferences: 
"The goods should always come in 
book-fold, with the trademark cover- 
ing the whole front, if possible. It 
should be in glaring colors, and the 
goods should bave ribbon around 
them."

THEN ATTEMPTED SUICIDE 


But Unsuccessfully. Took Five Months 


Old Daughter and Drowned Her in 


Bathtub. Had Been Insane it 
Times for Last few Months 


Mrs. 
Andrew Watt of 3 Central 


avenue drowned her infant daughter 
this morning, and followed this with 
an attempt at suicide. Insanity was 
responsible for the terrible act, Mis. 
Watt's mind having been affected at 
intervals for some months. 
Her at- 


tempt at suicide was unsuccessful, and 
she will be taken at once to the hos- 
pital far the insane at Northampton. 


The affair happened at S o'clock in 


the pleasant runm of Mr. a.nd Mrs. 
Watt, a house Mr. Watt built for him- 
self and wife at the time of their mar 
riage in April of last year. The giil 
baby was born five months and 20 days 
ago. Before the birth.of the child Mrs. 
AVatt had at times been affected men- 
tally, and more often since then. 


She had lived in fear of some such 


occurrence, as wag sho«n by her warn- 
ing to her friends that if anvthing 
happened, she should not be responsi- 
ble, as sh° knew that at times she was 
not responsible for her actions The 
husband and friends, however, did not 
believe that her condition was so se- 
rious as to require special attention. 


M«. Watt is a cutter in Millard's1 shoe 


factory. Shortly after he had gone to 
work this morning, Mrs. Watt filled a 
bathtub with water, and then deliber- 
ately drowned her little baby in it. 
When she saw that the chil'd was dead 
she took a butcher knife and cut both 
her own wrists, tr.it not so badly as 
to result seriously. 


She then went to the home of her 


sister-in-law, Mrs. John Watt of 
2J 


Franklin street, and told what she had 
done. The latter hurriedly calling to 
Mr. and Mrs. Geddes, neighbors of hers, 
ran to the house, and there the body 
of the baby was found in about a foot 
of water in th& tub. 


Dr. Stafford, the family physician. 


was summoned, and dressed thewounds 
in Mra. Watt's wrists. 
Medicai Ex- 


aminer O. J. Brown was also ca'led 
and viewed the body of the child. His 
report will be that it waa a case of 
homicide, and he will recommend that 
Mrs. Watt be taken to the asylum at 
once. She will be taken there before 
the funeral of the child. 


Mrs. Watt was of Scotch b'nth. nncl i 


came to this country about 10 j p i ' s 
ago. 
She is about 30 years old, and 


both she and her husband were well 
known and well liked by their neigh- 
bors. Mrs. Watt has nio relatives ex- \ 
cept by marriage in this city, but has a 
sister in Missouri, and a brother in 
Australia. 


The sympathy of the neighborhood 


was very keen for the- afflicted hus- 
band.

Nichols Hastens After Morin 


to Get Out of Senato- 


rial Contest 


WITHDREW LAST EVENING 


Within a Few Hours of Announcement 


of Morin's Withdrawal. Kaltito- 


capic Changes Leave Field 


Where it First Stood 


Following closely on the heols of the 


announcement of the withdrawal o£ 
John M. Morin of Adams from the sen- 
atorial race, which was made in the 
Transcript of yesterday, came a simi- 
lar announcement from A. G. Nichols 
of this city. Mr. Nichols returned from 
a trip to Pittsfield early in the evening, 
and soon gave out the information that 
he was "out of it." 
These two with- 


drawals leave the field in exactly the 
same situation that it was at the close 
of the two conventions, with the regu- 
larly nominated convention candidates, 
William Tolman and W. H. Chase, in 
the race. 


The withdrawal of Mr, Morin caused 


a good deal of discussing when the 
news of it appeared in the Transcript, 
and when Mr. Nichols added his an- 
nounced to complete the 
series of 


sudden changes that have taken place 
in the senatorial contest,*there -was al- 
most as much interest in the matter as 
when the two candidates first entered 
the field. Both men, when they began to 
circulate nomination papers, had ex- 
pressed the firmest intentions of mak- 
ing a fight to the finibh, and had made 
exaggerated claims of what they con- 
sidered their strength. 


Among politicians there was a gen- 


eral satisfaction at this second turn of 
affairs, by which both men withdraw, 
as a four cornered or eveen a three 
cornered fight opened possibilities for 
more personal bitterness than straight 
politics. 


Since the announcements of the can- 


didacy of Morin and Nichols the sena- 
torial contest had easily led all others 
in interest, and politicians had kept 
each other busy with conferences of a 
somewhat excited nature. The last and 
aparently final change which leaves 
the field as it was intended by two con- 
ventions is welcomed by both parties. 


There is also a prohibitionist candi- 


date in the field.
